THE miniature-painter George Engleheart died in 
1829, and in accordance with a suggestion made by 
his collateral descendant, Mr. Henry Engleheart, it 
was decided to hold in this Museum a Centenary 
Exhibition of works by him. With these have been 
grouped miniatures by John Cox Dillman Engleheart, 
nephew of George Engleheart, and Thomas Richmond, 
a telative, both of whom were his pupils.

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INTRODUCTION 


Tue last decades of the eighteenth century and the 
eatly years of the nineteenth century were a period of 
floraison in English painting, especially of portraiture. 
The portrait painting of Reynolds, Gainsborough, 
Romney and Raeburn had its counterpart in miniature. 
Among the leading practitioners in the latter branch 
were Richard Cosway, John Smart, Jeremiah Meyer 
and George Engleheart. To say which is the greatest 
of them is as difficult as to compare the respective 
merits of Gainsborough and Reynolds, but few 
students of miniature-painting would hesitate to give 
Engleheart at least the third place among his English 
contemporaries. No other eminent English miniature- 
painter was so prolific as Engleheart ; he produced 
several thousand miniatures, but nevertheless succeeded 
in keeping up a very high standard. 

Geotge Engleheart was one of the eight sons of 
Francis Engelhart, a German plaster-modeller, and 
his wife Anne Dawney, daughter of a vicar of Kew. 
He was born at Kew on the 26th October, 1750, 
according to the memorial tablet in Kew Church. He 
studied under George Barret, R.A., and in the studio of 
Sir Joshua Reynolds, some of whose works he copied 
in miniature. Several of these copies are shown in the 
exhibition. He exhibited at the Royal Academy from 
1773 to 1822, and was practising on his own account 
at least as early as 1775. He married first in 1776; his 
wife died in 1779, and in 1785 he married Ursula Sarah 
Browne, by whom he had four children. He had prob- 
ably ceased practice by 1813, but he continued to paint 
for his own amusement or that of his relations, and 
nos. 222, 254 and 367 were executed in his seventy- 
seventh year or later. After the death of his wife in 
1817, Engleheart went to live with a son at Black- 
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heath ; he died there on the 21st March, 1829, and 
was buried at Kew. 

The earliest miniature by Engleheart in the exhibi- 
tion is perhaps no. 5, a timid effort; among other 
eatly examples, done when he was in his twenties, are 
nos. 6, 12, 13. These early works are often signed 
in front with the initials G E in Roman or cursive 
characters. There followed a period when Engleheart 
rarely signed, but his late miniatures are usually signed 
at the back and often with an initial E in front. 

What may be called Engleheart’s second period 
falls roughly within the years 1780-1795. It is 
characterised by great brilliance of technique; the 
artist takes full advantage of the elegant coiffures of 
his lady sitters and the fine costume of the men, and 
achieves a startling effect of life, beauty and distinction. 
These miniatures ate, as it were, a microcosm of the 
beau monde of the time. Nos. 23, 42, 53 and 57 are 
good examples of this second phase. 

The years from 1795 or thereabouts to 1813 may 
be regarded as a third period in Engleheart’s career. 
His technique is still as sure, his portraits are still as 
full of life, but they are more sober and show a deeper 
realisation of character. Some of Engleheart’s best 
work belongs to this time, and among typical specimens 
are nos. 126, 153, 164 and 170. 

An important exhibit is George Engleheart’s fee- 
book and list of sitters, which belongs to Mr. Henry 
Engleheart. The list of sitters was published in 1902 
in George Engleheart, by Dr. G. C. Williamson and Mr. 
Henry Engleheart ; this book, which can be consulted 
in the Library of the Museum, contains the fullest 
account of the Englehearts. 

John Cox Dillman Engleheart was a son of George 
Engleheart’s brother, John Dillman Engleheart and 
his second wife, Jane Parker. He became a pupil and 
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assistant of George Engleheart, and copied many of 
his miniatures. He exhibited from 1801 to 1828, and 
was probably working on his own account from about 
1807. He married Mary Barker in 1811. He rarely 
_ painted miniatures after 1828. He died at Tunbridge 
Wells in 1862. A son, Sir J. Gardner D. Engleheart, 
K.C.B., died a centenarian in 1923. 

J.C.D. Engleheart’s earliest miniatures (¢.g. no. 200, 
painted when he was sixteen) show a considerable 
resemblance to the style of his uncle, but those which 
he painted after he had set up on his own account 
show a finer and sometimes less vigorous touch. His 
latest miniatures are usually inferior to earlier ones. 
While his work is good at its best, and often has much 
charm, it has not so much strength and directness as 
that of George Engleheart. Occasionally he signed 
with initials on the front of a miniature, but much 
more often with his name and address at the back. 

Thomas Richmond was born at Kew on the 
28th Match, 1771; his father was “ groom of the 
stables” to the Duke of Gloucester and afterwards 
ptoprietor of the “Coach and Horses” at Kew. 
Richmond’s grandmother was a sister of George 
Engleheart’s mother. Richmond studied under Engle- 
heart and at the St. Martin’s Lane Academy. He 
exhibited from 1795 to 1829. He married Ann Oram. 
He died in London on the 15th November, 1837. He 
was the father of George Richmond, R.A., and grand- 
father of Sir William Blake Richmond, K.C.B., R.A. 

Richmond’s early miniatures bear a considerable 
resemblance to those of George Engleheart’s later 
manner, but are often rather coarser and sterner in 
effect. Most of his miniatures are unsigned, but he 
occasionally signed R on the front of the ivory and 
sometimes wrote his name and address at the back.
